The Catholic belleves that If Christianity is
warth preserving, our education must be
Christian, 1s Christianity sectarian? If itis
then is imtldelity non-sectarisn? 1f Christianity
is sectarian, then the State cau't contribute to
18 support. Anid yet it is the foundation of
our lnstitutions, 1f Catholics nust be debarred
from the pullie schools, o must Methodists,
Prestyterians and all Provestant denoming-
tions. What then will vou have lefi? Cathe-
lics are not hostiie to free institutions, or to
public kelbonls. Nor do the chureh anthorities
call thom godless.  Their founders intended
that they should teach Christianity, net infl-
delity. Hince the State does mnot regard
Christianity as sectarian, how can the teaching
of religion be wrong?

Catholies do not object to it, but they object
to their children being tzught the Lond's
Prayer with the candal appendages, us, “for
Thine 1s the kingdoio, the powerand the glory,”
which our Lord wever gave to his people,
Neithor do they want their children laugnod nt
when they say the “Ha'l, Mary." the words of
Scripture used by the angel whien be appeared
to ti.e Hlessed Virgin,d Nelther do they want
tanght the creed with the proviso that the
clanse “He descendeth into hell” might be
omitted. Parents have a right to teach their
clililren their own religion. Clifldren belong to
tlicir parents, tot to the State. ‘That wonld be
a poor wet nurse. You might as well assert
that the Uensus Bureau cunld people the State
without fathers and mothers as 1o supposs
that the Biate can rajse eoullaren without the
ald of the parents. If the father I8 willing to
stake lis salvation on bis falth, it oughs to be
good enougi for bis children,

He said that few
farmers were foond in the list of baok-
rupts. L¥ce mauy others who have ap-

pearcd before the committee, he was per-
feetly williog that every interest except his
owu should be taxed, and was strongly in
favor of the section taxing railroads for
loeal purposes.

He aiso said that the farmers shonld
demand the passage of aoti-discrimination
luws, 18 they wonld aflord them more relief
than would shis bill, As to the ‘ion
that if tlus BOI wers nhet passed the farmers
woaid defeat the Repuslicau party, be decinred
that if the Repablicsns majority passed [t there
would not ouly be a Democratic Governor, but
& Duwocratie Legislature bere in two years
Erost now,

Mr. Taggart wanted to know why the manu-

LIQUOR LICENSE BILL

The Fee for Brewers, Distillers and Whole-
sale Dealers in First antl Second Class
Cities Raised to $1,000—The Hill Pusses
Second Reading. e

HARRISBURG, April 22.—Unless the Ii-
cense question is seitled soon the Leglsla-
ture won't adjonrn before the 1st of July.

The wholesale license bill came back from

the Senate to.day and the most of the after-

noon aod £ll the night session were con-
sumed in discussing it. After it had been
reconsidered on the second reading, Mr.

Fow had his amendment, providing for the

placing of the name of the dealer and num-

ber of the license upon delivery wagons,
changed o as to apply to brewers and dis-
tillers as well as bottlers. A most important
chinge was made in raising the license fee
for brewers, distillers and all wholesale dealers,
except bottlers, in eities of the first and second
clpsses to §1,000. Ty third class citles it was left
at

Ai the night session the debate waseven
more heated and acrirwonious chan that of yes-
terday. Motions were made to postpone for
the present aud Indefinitely. but both were
voted down and the work of amending the bill
was proceeded with. The courts were given
the sawe discretion 1o the granting of llcenses
to wholesalers, rectifiers and compounders as
they now bhave in regard to retail license,. No
ohange was made as to brewers and distillers,
but eourts must license all proper persoms ap-
piving therelur,

sale license law for Wesunoreland county, rein-
seried.but it was defeated. The Wil then passed
second reading. It s now in a much more ac-
ceptable shiape than when first passed, but the
tewper of the House I8 too uncertain to make
itsale to venture any predictions ay to what
will be done with it on third reading.

THO AMAZORS SHOT

And Deputies Seriously lnj*'ad
in a Lively Riot at
Adelaide.

WOMEN RESIST EVICTION.

Sheriff MeCormick Slightly Wounded
in the Hand by a Bullet.

CONFLICTING STORIES ALREADY,

The Officers Say Thut a Hungariam Fired
at His Sweetheart, :

A CUMPANY OF MILITIA CALLED 0UT

ITRUM A ETAFP CORRESPONDENTL

CONNELLSVILLE, April 22, —Two wemen_
and several deputies were seriously injured
ina lively riot at Adelaide this afternoon.
The deputies had moved the goods frem
house No. 5 aud were guarding it to prevent
the women patting everything baeck
again. An attack. was made by
the Slavish women, who used
bricks and elubs us implements of
war. Soon some of the men took a hand
and several shots were fired, and at the
first shot Aunie Dombeisky, a 16-vear-old
orphan girl, fell with a bullet hole in her
shoulder. She was not badly Injured, and
to-night is resting easy at house No. 6, with
friends.

Later in the affuir another Slavish woman,
Mrs. Audrew Stumbaugh, wife of the local
leader, received a slight bullet wouud in the
scalp and was severely bruised about the
head, Sherif MueCormick hed a slight
bullet wouund in the thuwmb, and several of
the deputies were badly bruised about the
bodv by bedsluts,

Women Alone Made the Attack.

The attack wae made entirely by women
and the men werely acied as lookers-on,
Btones were thrown at the deputies and bed
slats were wielded with wonderful force by
the Amazonian warriors. ‘The deputies
soon gained the field aud the people fled in
all directions. Dozens of them plunged into
the river aud swam and floundered ovér
shoals to the opposite shore 200 yards away.

Amoung thoso who swam the river was &
young man sald to be the lover sf Annie Dom-
binsky, who Is accused by the depudes of firing
the sheot wihich struck his sweetheart. He
fired the first shot and several others followed
in rapid successiom and the girl fell just in
front of the young man who had taken aum at
the Sheriff, but the girl got in his way.

Conilicting Stories About the Shooting.

At Mouse No, 8, where Annie Is being cared
for by friends, the Slavian people claim that
Bheriff MeCormick did the shooting. ‘The jo-
terproter said the Sherifl steod with o revelver

About ¥ A M. there was avotber rior
Adelaide asd, though i lasted only a
moments, one of the deguties, Willlam Wyaty,
was struck ou the ear with a stone, badly
erushing 1t, He was also otherwise badly in-
Jured, and as he s an old man it may prove a
serlous aflair with him. There were about 20
deputies concerned against several bundred of
the Siavish people.

After driving the riotets off the field the
Sheriff went to Trotter to attend to some other
eviction business, Tobere hé met the usual re-
sistance, about 500 people crowding around
to prevent the work.

Fora
few moments, the people guieted down, bnt
right in the face of ihe soldiers another attack
wins made on the foree of deputies. With tixed
bayonets, the soldiers eharged the crowd and
soon cleared the strects, the only injuries in-
flicted being slight gougos with the hayonets,

Very few shots were fired In this affair, and
the Shenfl was the only man seriously burt.
